In Effect by Order-in- 
Council 

OTTAWA, Nov. 19—The new 
Canada-United States trade treaty 
must be accepted and passed by 
Parliament in ite entirety. The 
agreement was signed as a com- 
plete treaty and if any changes 
were to be made by parliament 
the treaty would fall down and 
a new treaty have to be made by 
the United States. 

After the treaty is in effect there 
is provision, however, 
changes as the contracting parties 
agree upon. The Canadian govern- 
ment does not need to wait until 
parliament meets later in January 
to bring the pact into effect Janu- 
ary 1, but can pass the necessary 
order-in-counci!l and ask parliament 
to ratify, What parliament will 
really be ratifying is the principle 
of according most-favored-nations 
treatment to the United States,

Having suffered deflation of their assets and 
earnings almost to the point of extinguished 
hope, the people of Canada and the United 
States will now try the effect of deflating the 
tariff theories which have contributed so 
materially to their distress, and go back to 
business.

A hopeful feature of the agreement is that 
it admits the existence of the consumer, and his 
right to live, a point that has got little attention 
during the last five years in either country. 
The Canadian consumer will benefit by very 
substantial reductions on scores of items which 
enter into the family budget, running from 
foods and textiles to house furnishings and con- 
veniences, automobiles, radios and electrical 
appliances. 


WORKS THE OTHER WAY 

When the parliament of Canada and the 
congress of the United States framed the pre- 
sent customs laws, the executive branches were 
given power to raise and lower tariffs within 
wide ranges, and to determine under which 
class of tariff the products of any country 
should fall in certain circumstances. 

The idea undoubtedly was that the execu- 
tive power would be mainly exercised in raising 
tariffs, in order to exclude “cheap,” “inferior” 
and “ruinous” foreign goods—as per the type 
of fiscal delusion then current. But the power 
thus conferred upon the Governments is now 
to be exercised, for a change, in the lowering of 
the tariff rates, 

Hence it will not be necessary to wait for 
action by the two law-making bodies to ratify 
the agreement. It is to come into effect at the 
New Year, without action by parliament or 
congress. 

It is provided, however, that Premier King 
will ask parliament to modify or withdraw the 
power now given to the Minister of national 
revenue to place artificial valuations upon 
United States goods for duty-levying purposes, 
thus ending the Ministerial power to add a 
dumping duty of whatever amount he may 
please to the tariff prescribed by parliament. 
That this will be done there is no doubt. 

Parliament is also to be asked to extend to 
the Canadian who goes to the United States for 
a holiday the privilege of bringing back $100 
worth of souvenirs and other goods bought 
there, duty-free. Since United States tourists 
have long enjoyed that privilege in visiting 
Canada, it has been one of the standing mys- 
teries why Canada dealt less leniently with its 
citizens who paid a visit to the republic. That 
this change will also be made is a matter of 
course,

A detachment of Mounted Police, twenty 
men in all, officers included, compose the force 
in the Yukon. The department at Ottawa has 
received the first report from Inspector Con- 
Stantine, in charge of the detachment. The re- 
port was dated Sept. 5, and took exactly two 
months to reach the capital. Constantine’s pre- 
vious communication was a brief note, dated 
July 27, three days after he and his men ar- 
rived at Ft. Cudahy. In the meantime a dozen 
constables had been in the woods cutting logs 
for huts, while the remainder were clearing 
ground for the proposed barracks. The police 
post is located at the junction of Forty Mile 
creek with the Yukon river. Yankee reports 
about the construction of stockades and forts 
he characterizes as poppy-cock. The barracks 
were to be completed by the end of September. 
The population of the town this winter will 
be about 2000. The output of the mines around 
Ft. Cudahy this season will be about $300,000, 
all the result of placer mining. Surveyor Ogil- 
vie arrived at the fort the middle of August, 
and is busy surveying the town site. Action of 
the government in sending in the force and 
asserting British ownership of the territory 
resulted in the collection of $7000 customs and 
other duties, which sum was transmitted along 
with the first report.

“I had never before seen a troopship 
leave, and I was hungry for details. Much 
of it seemed unreal to me and, though I 
knew how unworthy was the thought, over- 
drawn and cheaply dramatic. The feeling 
persisted that all this was but a rehearsal 
for a second-rate war movie, with the 
director using all the time-honored gags 
and props for tear-jerking. Red eyes and 
much weeping on all sides, of course. 

“There was one lad, no older than a 
college sophomore, embracing an hysterical 
mother, who, at the point of leaving, fainted 
away. The boy went an unfleshly gray, 
moaned and sank beside her. They carried 
him aboard ship. Another soldier, blond 
and blue-eyed (I've never seen so many 
Swedish-looking Italians), at the top of the 
gangway suddenly paused and dashed down 
again, running wildly for the gate. The men 
looked at him dumbly, but the officers 
promptly closed in about him and a guard 
escorted him back. And babies sobbing 
with fright, in pitiful imitation of their 
mothers. Through it all a band playing 
martial airs, very loudly and poorly.” 

Then he goes on to tell of the arrival of the 
“Urania,” a hospital ship from the African 
coast. She arrived at noon, but did not dis- 
embark her pitiful cargo till after the cele- 
brants had departed. Says Harris: 

“It was not till after the ‘Belvedere’ had 
left, that a stream of ambulances roared 
down to the piers, and opened their doors 
for those broken before a shot was fired. 
Grim boxes were hoisted out of the forward 
hold and loaded onto trucks, filled with 
the bodies of men fallen before malaria, 
fever and disease. 

“Just before we sailed that evening for’ 
Alexandria, we noticed a group of women, 
about two hundred or more, standing in the 
long shed opposite the hospital ship. I have 
been a seaman too long not to recognize 
this type of woman, but I was confused by 
the fact that ‘Urania’ officers were checking 
their names, and that these women had 
bundles and suitcases with them. It was 
Jake at the Princess bar who confirmed our 
suspicions. 

“*Yeh,’ he said. ‘Mussolini called for 
volunteers from the houses all through 
Italy. Them nigger women down there 
were pullin’ Jack-the-Ripper stuff, an’ the 
boys were hungry for home talent. That's 
the second batch leavin’. They're paid a flat 
rate by the government, and some get 
bonuses’.” 


The concluding paragraphs of this long, 
chatty letter may be of equal interest to some. 
After telling of passing the “Belvedere” at sea 
next day and exchanging salutes and good- 
natured insults, Harris says: ' 

“Since then, we've been to Alexandria 
and Palestine and Syria, and we've seen the 
highly-impressive rows of battleships and 
airplane carriers which Great Britain has 
concentrated at the Suez, extending her 
ships and fortifications to Haifa. 

“Yesterday we were in Livorno and saw

Immortal Cells 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


We are greatly indebted to the work of Dr. 
Alexis Carrel in originating a method for pre- 
serving tissues outside of the body, Dr. Carrel 
first became noted for his efforts in preserving 
tissues taken from a chicken, which tissues were 
nourished in a laboratory and have been kept 
“alive” for many years. These 
tissues are still growing and 
illustrate that cells are 
potentially immortal. The 
earlier work of Dr. Carrel in 
preserving tissue is well 
known and to this he has 
added later research which 
has resulted in even more 
important findings, as-he now 
announces the development 
of a technique for removing 
entire vital organs from the 
body and keeping them alive and growing. 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, the famous 
aviator, collaborated in the later experiments. 
You will readily understand the value of a 
method which successfully keeps alive a human 
heart, after its removal from the body. 

T am sure that you will find one of the earlier 
statements of Dr. Carrel of interest: “The cell is 
immortal. It is merely the fluid in which it 
floats which degenerates. Renew this fluid at 
intervals, give the cell something upon which 
to feed, and so far as we know, the pulsation 
of life will go on forever.” 

These findings closely substantiate my 
theories that the primary cause of most diseases 
is a degenerated condition of the blood and 
other fluids of the body. Many years ago I 
wrote this statement: “Often when a complete 
physical examination will not disclose any 
organic disease, and when the physician is 
baffled as to the cause of the patient's depres- 
sion, it will be found that the latter is simply 
suffering from a form of self-poisoning from

Year after year I am more convinced that 
the above is true and that any physician who 
does not recognize such facts will not under- 
stand the causes of either functional or organic 
disorders. 

We have two methods of regulating the 
fluids of the body—the first is by controlling 
the food, drink and air entering the body, and 
the second is by assisting the body to eliminate 
toxins and waste products. By properly reg- 
ulating these two forces, a man should easily 
live beyond the average lifetime. Naturally, we 
dg not have the same perfect control over a 
tissue situated within a living body that we 
could have if that tissue were isolated in a 
laboratory.

The sensible thing to do is 
to feed your body carefully and to maintain 
adequate elimination, thus being assured that 
you are doing everything possible to keep the 
tissue alive as long as possible. I can not 
promise you that you will live forever, but I can 
promise you that you will live far longer than 
if your diet and elimination were faulty.

and a larding needle is necessary to 
draw them through the meat. Lard- 
ing sometimes is accomplished by 
making gashes in the meat and/ 
forcing the lardoons in top. 

To saute is to brown food in a 
small quantity of fat 

To braise is to cook in a closely 
covered pan with a small amount 
of liquid. Braising is really a com- 
bination of simmering and baking 
and is a long time method

TRADE TREATY 
FINDING FAVOR

that the new trade treaty is gener- 
ally beneficial to Canada although 
he himself, as a manufacturer, will 
be temporarily injured when it 
goes into effect. Mr. Magor said: 

“I believe in making living as 
fnexpensive as possible and this 
treaty tends that way. T also Be- 
lieve that freer trade between two 
countries so situated is beneficial 
Apparently the agreements are of 
perticular advantage to these west- 
ern provinces, which is of utmost 
importance not only here but to the 
test of Canada as well. 

“You must realize that nothing 
of this kind can be beneficial dir- 
ectly to everybody. 
must suffer. One feels that on the 
whole the industrial situation in 
Canada must be fairly well estab- 
lished by now. The disadvantages 
arising out of this treaty should 


not be very great when compared | 


with the edvantages. 

“Il say this advisedly because I 
am a manufacturer and expect that 
I will find several unplearant sur- 
prises in the items involved. I be- 
lieve though that if Canada is suc- 
cessful in reviving prosperity that 
my company will participate in it 
in a broader sense.” 

Mayor Joseph A. Clarke: 
with the majority of Western Cana- 
dians, 
lower tariff for the exchange of 
commodities between Canada and 
United States, especially farm prod- 
ucts. The cutting off of trade under 
the previous administration 
more than a partial cause of the de- 
pression. Business men of the Dom- 
inion have suffered because of the 
high tariff walls which 
stricted trade to a deplorable ex- 
tent. The levelling of these walls 
under the Mackenzie King adminis- 
tration is another step towards 
prosperity.” 

Ex-Ald. A. Bisset: “I've always | 
been opposed to high tariffs, for 
I've never yet seen them justified. 
If we in Canada are go'ng to gain 
something we must be ready to give 
something. Duties must be cut sub- 
stantial’y on goods passing both 
Ways across the international bor- 
der. 
past few years has been in a des- 
perate condition and was, and is 
now, for that matter, one of our 
greatest problems. It must be the 
first industry to be sided by a satis- 
factory arrangement between the 
two nations, and Mr. Mackenzie 
King’s pact is a move in this direc- 
tion. Of course, I believe in a cer- 
tain amount of protection being 
given the Canadian producer, par- 
ticularly on products which are 
produced plentifully and sold at a 
reasonable price here. But protec- 
tion is fair to Canada as.a whole 
only when carried so far. It should 
not be given to commodities which 


cannot be produced economically 
here.” 
Ald. Jas. East: “A mutual ex-| 


change of goods and services which | 


benefits both Canada and the Un- 
ited States is a good thing. There 
has been much misinterpretation of 
the term ‘trade’ in the past. It 
means just what it says—the ex- 
change of goods and services. If 
Canada is to sell, it must buy, The 
capitalistic system has always pro- 
moted the 
without buying. A mutually satis- 
factory trade arrangement is one 
whereby we sell goods to provide 
credits for the purchase of others.” 

Ald. J. TT, McCreath, secretary, 
Retail Merchants Association: “The 
provisions of the U.S.-Canada trade 
treaty appear to be very accept- 
able, Observing how little time it 
took Premier Mackenzie King to 
arrive at satisfactory decisions, it 
would appear that Mr, Bennett 
made sufficient progress in this di- 
rection before he left office to war- 
rant him at least part of the credit 
for the present government's suc- 
cess.
